M. Claims 1 2-1 4 drawn to a multi-channel setting apparatus that is applied to 
a multi-channel input system for making cordless connection between a 
plurality of terminals and a plurality of input apparatus wherein the multi- 
channel setting apparatus comprising a management unit, a setting unit, 
classified in class 455, subclass 1 79.1 . 
2. inventions group I and group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of group 
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group II has a separate utility such as a setting unit, classified in subclass 179.1 . See 
MPEP § 806.05(d).
